The tact, said the attorney, has 


affected Thaw all his life.

language," he said. 


Thaw's paranoia was in evidence 


throughout his youth, he asserted. 


"Thaw," he continued, "had hid- 


den behind the skirts of Evelyn Nes- 
bit. who was the only witness who 
had testified as to the depravity of 
Stanford While." 


Thaw was then called to the stand.

Every- 
body feels that another great step in the direction of final victory has 
been gained. 


A report given out today sets forth that since June 12, 60,000 Rus- 


sian soldiers and nine Russian guns have been captured. 


LEMBERG WAS TAKEX BV STORM.

Berlin, via London, June 23.—The city of Lemberg has been taken 


by stotm according to the report of the German war office given out int 
Berlin this alternoon. 


Lemberg, capital of Galicia, was 


occupied by the Russians on Septem- 
ber 2, 1014, about one month after 
the outbreak of hostilities 
in 
the 


course of the early Russian drive in- 
to Austria. 
It has therefore been in 


Russian control for over 10 months 
For the past twenty days, since the 
Austro-Germans took Przemysl from 
the forces of Emperor Nicholas, it 
has been the objective of a series of 
fierce and concentrated attacks on 
the part of the Teutonic allies. Their 
success will have a far reaching po- 
litical effect, as the driving out of 
the Rus&ians from Galicia is count- 
ed upon in Berlin to help maintain 
the status quo in the Balkans. 


The capture of Lemberg was one 


of the earliest important successes of 
the Russians. 
Following 
it 
they 


rushed onward rapidly through Gal- 
icia. 


The high water mark of the inva- 


sion found almost all the province 
in their 
hands. 
They 
approached 


within striking distance of Cracow, 
at the western end of the province 
close to the German frontier; storm- 
ed the heights and passes of the Car- 
pathian mountains which 
separate 


Galieia from Hungary; and to the 
east, swept down through the Crown- 
land of Bukowina to the Roumanian 
frontier. 


All this has been changed by the 


steady continuance of the 
Austro- 


German victories of the 
last 
few 


weeks. 
The change began 
at 
the 


launching of the great drive 
from 


Cracow eastward. 
Great 
numbers 


of German troops were sent in to 
assist the Austrians, as well 
as a 


vast amount of field artillery. 
The 


use of artillery by the Teutonic al- 
lies has been described by correspon- 
dents as on a scale never yet under- 
taken. 
Its effectiveness which was 


relatively increased by the shortage 
of shells on the part of the Rusiaiis, 
is believed to have contributed large- 
ly to the weakening of their resis- 
tance. 


The Austro-German allies pushed 


forward westward through 
Galicia 


recaptured Przemysl June 10 
and 


then without pause struck at Lem- 
berg from the south and west. At no 
point were the Russians able to with- 
stand the terrific bombardment di- 
rected agianst their positions 
and 


even the line of defenses near Gro- 
dek, 16 miles 
west 
of 
Lemberg, 


which is of great national strength, 
proved to be untenable. 


With Lemberg now in their hands. 


Austria has reclaimed virtually the 
whole province of Galicia. The fight- 
ing in this campaign has been of un- 
usual intensity with 
heavy 
losses.

words, keeping out of the war. 


The cardinal di-tinction to be ob- 


served is that between the action 
of the government and that oi' the

which is enforced by the neutral 
state against its own members and 
the law which is enforced by the 
belligerents themselves as against 
the subjects of the neutral states. 


Neutrality must- not be confound- 


ed with impartiality. 
The govern- 


ment has a perfect right to proclaim 
neutrality and to enforce its obir- 
gations. It has no right (and nev-

State Hildebraiu t jday called atten- 
tion to the lobby law which requires 
itemized statements of expenditure* 
to lie riled by all lobbyists or inter- 
ests employing them within thirty 
days after the adjournment of the 
legislature. 


These statements must b( present- 


ed to him before Saturday night, he 
said. The penalty for not Joing thij 
is a fine of between $2'n"i and $•".- 
000, 
or one to two years penitentia- 


ry imprisonment or both. Only a few 
of the ](>(; lobby interests thus far 
have filed their expense statements. 


The statement 
mu^t 
show 
the 


name and address of every person. 
firm or corporation to whom any- 
thing was paid, or 
to 
whom 
any 


premise of payment was made eith- 
er "directly or indirectly" and state 
for what purpose the sum was given, 
together with the date. 
The FOUTCP 


of the fund and the balance unused 
also must be shown. The statement 
must be sworn to. 


The law applies to these: "Every 


person, firm, corporation or associa- 
tion that has employed any person, 
firm, corporation or association 
or 


has paid or promised to 
pay 
any 


money or anything of value in rela- 
tion to any matter pending before 
the legislature." 


Exception is made in the case of 


professional service in drafting bills, 
or in professional advice.
